CRIES IN DIGNIFIED
TRIBUNAL AMAZE
PERSONS NEARBY

Shouts Float From Superior
Court Room Into City Hall
Corridors—All About a
Dead Fox.

Loud voices ralsed In argument in which
aouid he distingulshed plainly such termn
an “weasel” and “wild  eat,” foated
through the open transoms from the
Superior Court room today, causing
astonlshed pampseraby In the cortidor to
atop and inquire the cause of such un-
saomly disturbance emanpating from the
chambers of the usually dignified tri-
bunal,

When the eries wers repeated In un-
mistakalble tones, peopla stood aghast
“Hlnsh Ita face!" “Secalp It!" “Cut off his
ears!” "Burn them!" were some of the
expreanionn heard. Just when curiosity
could be restralned no longer, a tipe
AAIT came oul of the courtroom, and
upon enger Inquiry explained ths court
was merely hearing arguments In a case
Involving the payment of bounties for
killing noxious animals, and the attor-
neys wers quoting the laws specifying
tha different animals, the bounty to be
paid for emch, the provisions for cutting
off and burning the ears and other mus-
tintlons of the sakins to prevent more
than one bounty beink collected for the
sama animal. The sharp-shinned gos-
hawk and great horped owl also were
mentioned as uinder the ban of the law.

CONTEST OVER FOX BOUNTY.
The cass was an appeal by the com-
misalonera of Bradford County, who had
been directed In a writ of mandamus
lswued by Judge Willlam Maxwell, to pay

& bounty of §2 to David J, Armstrong, of
Herrick township, for kiling a fox.

Armstrong killed the animal January
L 1911, took the skin to a justice of the
pence, who, in the pressnce of a witneas,
cut off the ears and burned them. Hav-
Ing performed these legal requirements,
the justice then gave Armatrong a cer-
tifiente to the county commissionsrs for
payment of the §2 bounty,

For a rennon not given at that time,
the commissioners refused to make the
order on the County Treasurer, Arm-
atrong walted untll August 28, 1913, before
beginnlng mandamus proceedinga to com-
pel payinent of the bounty., Meanwhile
on July 25, 1813, a new law was passed
restricting the payment of such bountles,
s0 far ns the family of reynard ls In-
cluded, to “gray foxes.'"

ARMSTRONG'S FOX NOT GRAY.
The commisasloners declared this ‘:ew
#ct repealed the old law, which did not

discriminate between different apeclds of
foxes. An the fox killed by Armstrong
was not “gray," they contsnded they were
under no obligation to pay the bounty,

On  belalf of Armnstrong, his lawyer
contended the Commissloners’ obligation
dated fron the time Armstrong preésented
his certificate from the Jusiice of the
Fence In Junuary, 1013, béfore the new
Inw was passed. His delay In not bring-
Ing sult until after the new law becames
operative, it was contended, did not affect
hin right to recover. Judge Maxwell, in
the lower court sustalned this contention,
and granted a mundamus for the pay-
ment of the 82 and costs,

From this judgment the Commissloners
sppealed to the Superior Court. Declslon
WAas reserved.
